are now 166, 

They are a bappy lot, in spite of 
handicaps, for there they enjoy equal 
status, which is’ not possible in their 
own homes. Sometimes they go to 
spend a holiday with their families. 
but they are always glad to return to 
the school. Last summer a camp was 
established at Sylvan lake, and 
there the boarders were taken for an 
ouulng which they enjoyed immense- 
ly. Dr, W. J. McAllister, the medical 
superintendent, was anxious that they 
have this experience. It means a xreat 
deal to them to have an opportunity 
Lo get the mental complex of agreeable 
experience, he says. It givs them food 
for thought and helps to make them 
satisfied. And so he arranges little 
outings from time to time, for those 
who are able to go under supervision, 
from: the school It may be a hike, ©: 
a visit to the fair; attendance at 
chureh in the town or at a moving 
picture; or perhaps they taken to

Chautauqua. No matter where they 
enjoy the treat and return to their

But all ig not play at the school, 


Parents send their children to the 
home realizing that there, if anywhere, 
they can have training that will make 
them useful in later years, training 
they cannot get in publie school where 
they are in competition with oilers 
of normal mentality. Thirty per cent 
of the children are capable of beine 
trained, and that given them not only 
tends to develop their mentality but 
to over come awkardness of move 
ment; Sense and vocationa) training, 


EF hours, proper food, and exer 
cises and recreation all play part in 
this good work. The girls have a vo- 
cational training teacher, but as pre- 
sent Llere are not a sulficient number 
of high grade boys in the school, to 


walrant Lhe engagement of a special 


teacher for them. The only training 
the boys get is that which they re 


ceive from those who supervise their 
field work. 

Recreation is previded for winter 
aud summer Church services,, con- 
certs, and picture shows are held in 
the gymnasium where physical drill 
is conducted in winter and in bad wea- 
ther. Outside are the tennis court, 
bowling green, baseball, football, and 
basketball grounds, and a playground 
for the smaller children. 

Study and recreation are nicely 
blended, school work being carried on 
under regular schedule adapted to the 
mentality of the student. Some of the 
Students attain as high as grades four 
and five. Others are more clever with 
their fingers, and learn to do fine 
handwork which would be a credit to 
older and wiser ones, 

The children appreciate kindnexs 
and respond to kindness in every in- 
stance, says Dr. McAllister. They like 
to be encouraged and noticed. While 
they do not understand ill treatment 
they naturally resent it, Every child 
in the school, possessed of the slight- 
est mentality, recognizes the doctor, 
and the pleasure reflected in their 
faces when they greet him gives a im 
Pression that they always receive 
kindness at his hands. 

The building is carefully planned 
With @ view to giving the best service 
couditions necessitate. A new wing 
now under construction, will provide 
school rooms for sense and vocational 
training, and additional dormitory 
space. The dormitory being built out- 
side tor the big boys will take them 
out of the main building and give an 
opportunity to the school to extend 
shelter to others of more tender years
